Against this background of great events he 
paints pictures of the simple, ordinary life of the day. He writes of gossip 
heard in London or in the country houses where he was a guest, of plays, 
masques and hunting and bear-baiting, of duels and riots and executions, of 
quiet dinners with his friends, In no diary of the period and in no other series 
of letters is the many-sided life of Elizabethan and Jacobean London and 
England so fully and honestly revealed.
